on "hearsay" of students, but

' ly explored. 

Tho incident that resulted in 
demands for the bill was a re- 
ported remark bv a University 
of Texas teacher, who scoffed at 
religion to his students, urging 
them to spend Thanksgiving Day 
studying, not praying. 

University officials denied that 
any faculty member was known 
to be an atheist or to advocate 
atheism.'

Panel Discusses Aspects 
Of Artificial Insemination 



Last Thursday night, the 
first-year Medical students 
held n symposium on 'Art- 
ificial Insemination.' 

The four speakers were: Dr. J. 
Langman, Ph.D„ MD., Associate 
Professor of Anatomy; Maxwell 
Cohen, LL.M., Professor of Law; 
Dr. George B. Maugham, Ph.D., 
MD..CM., Professor of Obstetrics. 
Gynaecology and Chairman of 
the Board; and John A. Boorman, 
Ph.D., Lecturer in Divinity. Da- 
vid L. Thomson, Ph.D., Professor 
of Biochemistry and Chairman of 
the Department acted - as modera- 
tor. 

The initial speaker was Dr. 
Langman who gave a summation 
of the various kinds of artificial 
Insemination. These are: AJH, 

-

homologous insemination by hus- 
band; AID, heterologous insemi- 
nation by donor; and insemina- 
tion by donor and husband — 
CAI. He gave statistics on the 
success of AIM and AID stating 
that homologous insemination 
was only 30% successful while 
homologous Insemination was 50 
to 70% successful. 

Dr. Langman pointed out that 
if man could be considered pure- 
ly as a biological unit, hereditary 
diseases and congenital defects 
could be eliminated by AID. He 
cited the case of Hitler's attempt 
to create a "super race" by this 
method. 

The second speaker, Maxwell 
Cohen, spoke of the legal aspects 
of AH). He said that the relation- 
ahip of AID to adultery and ille- 
gitimacy is an Insoluble problem. 
>: : '^ftaaBaanSnBaflHaMB^t^:' . 



The two concepts of adultery — 
that of contact and that of spur- 
ious child, present two arguments 
as to whether AID Is adultery or 
not. Some courts have concluded*-- * 
that AH) constitutes adultery as 
it is a breach of loyalty. 

This question is not a great 
problem when the husband con- 
sents. H it is conducted in secre- 
cy, however, its discovery may 
lead to separation, divorce, and 
Illegitimacy of the ensuing child. 
Mr. Cohen also pointed out the 
liability of the donor and of the 
doctor practicing AH). 

Dr. Maugham, the third speak- 
er, elaborated on the legal risks 
of AH). He said that most doctors 
will not take this risk and there 
arc very few practising It in 
North America.

Rhodesia . College 
Is Multi-Racial 

The only fully multi-racial university in Southern 
Africa opens its third year on Monday with an increased 
co-educational enrollment and plana for full residential 
integration. 



( 



Although the students were in- 
formed that there would be resi- 
dential Integration for the first 
time, the new policy will not 
change corridor segratlon within 
the dormitories. The students 
will eat together and will be 
able to mix in common rooms. In 
the one women's residence, two 
Africans will share a corridor 
distinct from that of the other 
women. 

There are no Africans on the 
teaching and administrative, 
staffs. Before his recent marriage 
to a French-Canadian, however, 
a local African, Dr. Bernard 
chidzero, was considered for a 
research post Dr Chidzero, now 
at Oxford,, took his M. A. from 
the University of Ottawa and his 
Ph. D. from McGill. The teaching 
staff, at present, which is mostly 
'British born or trained, is 
•young and enthusiastic to help 
create a university from an ex- 
periment In racial partnership. 
Their efforts, as well as those 
of Dr. Walter Adams, the colle- 



ge principal, have helped to 
overcome the local suspicion to- 
wards a multi-racial institution. 

At present, the college awards 
a general London BA degree af- 
ter three years work In three 
subjects. A more specialised B. 
Sc. degree in general sciences 
and In agriculture Is also' award* 
ed. An institute of education, one 
of five such Institutes in Africa, 
also grants a certificate on a 
post graduate level. 

Undergraduates now have a 
choice of three subjects, includ- 
ing history, English literature, 
Latin, and several others. Dr. 
Adams hopes to institute new 
courses soon, among which are 
medicine, geology and engineer- 
ing. 

■ Students come to the college 
from all parts of the Federation 
of Rhodesia and Nyasaland and 
from the Union of South Africa. 
Eleven of this year's students 
will be from Britain. The Afri- 
cans represent more than twenty 
tribal groupings.

Voelkel Discusses 
Korea 9 s Problems

"Korea is the tinderbox of the Orient", according to 
Rev. Harold Voelkel, a Presbyterian fraternal worker and 
teacher there since 1929. 



In a talk yesterday to McGill 
students, he said that "It Is going 
to be difficult for Korea to ever 
enjoy total independence". She 
has always been surrounded by 
stronger and larger powers: — 
the Japanese islands, the huge 
bulk of China and Russia to the 
-north. Consequently the penin- 
sula has often been invaded and 
ravaged by battles between the- 
se powers, not taking an active 
part but merely being used, as 
a battleground. 

Within the last century three 
wars have occurred; the Slno-Ja- 
panese and Russo-Japanese wars 
and, most recently of all, the 
war between the Eastern and 
Western- worlds. During the last 
war more Koreans than United 
Nations forces were killed. 

"The church in Korea is the 
result of a revival", said Rev. 
Voelkel When the Japanese in- 
vaded Korea early in the century, 
they completely subjugated ana 
humiliated the Korean people 
for they were aware that the 



Koreans had been "responsible for 
culture in Japan".- This very 
state of humiliation and dejec- 
tion prepared the country for 
spiritual aid in Christianity.

That Time Again

is really no valid excuse for any person to say that he does 
not know who Is running, or what positions are being 
contested. For the past several days the notice boards in 
all campus buildings have been plastered with a myriad 
campaign posters and various notices exhorting all to vote. 

In the past the percentage of students who have 
exercised their franchise has been very small. In an 
institution such as this where thought and intelligence are 
supposed to predominate more people should be interested 
in their own management. Every student who pays his 

Sniversal Students' activity fee has a direct interest In the 
ections which are being held today. 

The Daily has said the same thing for the past 
forty-seven years, but it bears repeating : Today is our one 
opportunity to participate directly in student government, 
let's take advantage of it. 

Good Old Southern Fun 

Charles Dickens relates in Nicholas Nickleby : 

The child raised a dismal cry by way of answer, and 
Mr. Squeera (the schoolmaster) . . . beat him till the little 
urchin in his wri things actually rolled out of his hands ... . 

Not the frenzied cruelty of Mr. Squeers but the 
customs which made such excesses possible prevailed in 
the 1830's on the American Bide of the Altlantic as well as 
the British. Law and mores have come a long way since. 
With nil its grievous problems America is probably better 
off for the change. , # 

But with the burgeoning of juvenile delinquency, the 
apparent weakening of parental control, and with it the 
difficulties of many schools, thoughtful as well as impulsive 
people wonder whether Americans may have gone too far 
in banning some traditional "sanctions" of authority. An 
incident in Memphis comprises enough of the. several 
factors to make it a good subject for. analysis : 

A score of troublèmaking boya tried to organize a 
boycott of the high-school cafeteria, plugged a vending 
machine with slugs, and left school without permission. 
The principal gave them the- choice between having the 
matter carried further with their parents or taking a 
aeven-whack paddling and forgetting it. Most of the. boys 
chose the latter. " 

Tennessee law does not prohibit schoolteachers as such 
from laying hands on pupils regardless of provocation. 
It .declares, and the courts have spelled It out, that 
achooiteachers may exercise to a reasonable degree the 
disciplinary rights of parents. while children are in their 
charge. This makes . what is reasonable under what 
circumstances the decisive factor. 

Several parents charged the principal -with assault. 
But the judge denied their complaint : Paddling under the 
circumstances was not assault ; it was a reasonable endeavor 
enforce discipline. 

The Tennessee law. and, in particular, this ruling may 
point a commonsense approach to an increasingly difficult 
problem : Not specifically shackling teachers in any and 
all situations, but making them answerable for the 
reasonableness of their acts.

Canada Has The Jitters 



(The following article appeared in a recent issue o/ "The 



Contemplating their four-thou- 
sand-mile undefended southern 
border, many thoughtful and in- 
fluential Canadians are beginn- 
ing to wonder if some defense 
works are not' in order. It's not 
a radar fence they want, or a 
row of tank traps, but more sub- 
tle ramparts against (1) the 
steady, large-scale invasion by 
U.S. industrial capital and (2) 
the northward extension of U.S. 
law and policy. In Canadian fin- 
ancial circles especially, - these 
twin Invasions look painfully real 
and also sinister. 

MORBID VIEW 

They are sometimes morbidly 
introspective about .their country, 
and ever more apprehensive, 
these Canadians who study the 
statistical portents year by year. 
But they have solid, facts and 
figures to back up their fean. At 
best, they see Canada as a nation 
condemned to an indefinite fu- 
ture as hewers of wood and dra- 
wers of water for America and 
the world. At worst, they see Ca- 
nada largely owned by foreigners 
and losing its freedom of political 
action along with its economic 
independence. 

The figures show, for example, 
that Canada is relatively less of a 
manufacturing nation than it was 
a decade ago. In 1047, manufact- 
uring represented nearly thirty- 
one per cent of all Canadian pro- 
duction. By 1058 it was only 28.0 
per cent, and today is still less. 
The country's exports are largely 
primary raw materials and farm 
products. Of the twelve chief 
export commodities, only news- 
print is a manufactured product. 
This is usually the mark of a co- 
lony, not a balanced industrializ- 
ed nation. 

TORONTO SEERS 

The seers in Toronto who read 
the statistical tea leaves blame 
the United States for this dispir- 
iting trend. They charge no cons- 
piracy, no evil intent, no cons- 
cious U.S. "imperialism". But 
their charts show Canada to be 
more largely foreign owned than 
any other industrialized nation. 
According to a tally made recen- 
tly by the Financial Post of To- 
ronto, Canada's Industry is owned 
forty-one per cent by Canadians, 
fifty-one per cent by Americans, 
and eight per cent by others. In 
such figures, the Post discerns a 
web of foreign control being wo- 
ven around the nation. And It 
steadily urges policies to assure 
the country's economic indepen- 
dence, or at least to diversify Its 
dependences and so escape an 
unacceptable subservience to the 
United States. 

The Post every week and the 
Toronto Globe and Mail every 
day form a kind of political DEW 
Line, sounding a Distant Early 
Warning of invasion from the 
south. In general, U.S. dollars are 
welcome in Canada, as foreign 
capital has been for many dec- 
ades. But when the investments 
come too fast, and too much from 
one foreign country, a nearby 
colossus, the accumulated dollar 
obligation becomes a badge of 
servitude. 

This Is not, of course, the im- 
age that meets the casual eye. 
And the average Canadian's eyt 
is casual. Things look truite rosy 



to him. Canada is enjoying a 
prolonged and fairly spectacular 
economic boom. The Canadian 
dollar is worth SI. 03, and some- 
times more, in U.S. currency. But 
this is quite misleading, because 
it docs not result from any ex- 
port surplus of goods. It reflects 
mainly the vast Inflow of U.S. 
investment capital. For every $2 
Canadians now Invest in their 
own Industry, foreigners Invest 
SI (75 cents of it American). If 
the flow of U.S. dollars suddenly 
stopped (which is not inconcei- 
vable), the Canadian dollar pro- 
bably would drop to B5 cents — 
because Canada does not export 
nearly enough to cover its vast 
imports, which come mostly from 
the United States. In very round 
numbers, Canada has been buying 
$1 billion more goods in the 
United States than it has been 
selling there each year. 

LAVISH BUYING 

With their' dollar at a pre- 
mium, Canadians have been en- 
couraged to buy lavishly In the 
United States. In. late years, as 
a result, Canada's imports have 
risen nearly twice as fast as the : 
volume of Canadian manufactur- 
ing. This high-level of Imports 
not only penalizes Canada's own 
manufacturing; it also adds to the 
long-term dividend-and-lnterest 
obligation of Canada to the outer 
World. In other words, Canadians 
are buying heavily abroad be- 
cause they get a "three per cent 
discount." But in reality it is the 
flow of investment funds from 
the United States that Is paying 
for much. of those Imports. The 
more prolonged the boom and 
the greater the inflow of fo- 
reign capita], the more oppres- 
sive will be the annual dividend- 
and interest drain on the Cana- 
dian economy in future - decades. 

It has gone pretty far already. 
U.S. citizens and corporations 
now own half of Canada's Indus- 
try, chiefly through some 3,750 
subsidiary plants and concerns.

For specific industries, the U.S. 
share varies widely. Canadians 
own their own steel industry, for 
example; but the pulp industry ; 
is forty-six per cent U.S.^owncd; 
oil and gas, seventy-fbur^per
